A Woman’s “Patient” Dies Myster- 
iously and Suddenly. 
A wowan, giving her name as Mrs. Dr. 
Muirhead, on March 30th engaged two 
rooms in the Union block, 415 South 
Spring street..iShe said she wanted 
them for herself and patient; and .im- 
mediately took possession. The patient 
gave his name as N,. Cautoo, and said 


he lived in Arizona. The rooms were 
rented from Dr. H. H. Cross, who, with 
his wife, noted many strange points ix 
the actions of the couple. ‘‘Mrs. Dr. 
Muirhead’’ imprisoned Cantoo by lock- 
ing him into his room, whence he 
begged Dr. Cross to let him out. The 
woman also flew into a rage when Dr. 
Cross wrote some lettersat Cantoo’s re- 
quest, and forbade anyone’s entering 
the room. Cantoo had eight or nine 
$20 gold pieces, Dr. Cross states. 
April 5th, about 9 a.m., Mrs, Muirhead 
induced Cantoo to go out ‘‘for af nice ; 
breakfast,’’ and went with kim in 
Herdic No. 4 to the Cleveland House, 
and later to the Southern Hotel, where 
he died on Monday.

HIS ABILITY TO SLEEP AT ALL TIMES.

His Arrival and Keception 
Dablia. 

Dusuin, April 8.—The Prince and Prin- 
ceas of Wales and their eldest son, Prince 
Albert Victor, arrived this morning. The 
Osborne was sighted from Kingstown 
when still ten miles out at sea, and when 
she drew nearer she was greeted with 
salutes of artillery from men-of-war. 


| When the Osborne touched the pier and

A RUSSIAN DEFEAT 


The War Feeling Spreading in Russia—Re- 
ports From Berlin That War is Inevit- 
able- Russian Stocks Declining.

Barrios’ Son Refuses to Believe 
that His Father is Dead. 
New York, April 8.—The son of Presi- 
dent Barrios left this citv for Washington 
last night. ‘‘From information I have,” 
he said before his departure, “I do not 
believe my father is dead. I have re- 
ceived no trustworthy information of the 
fact. If it were true, the American Min- 
ister at Guatamala would have informed 
the Government at Washington, and all 
reports from San Salvador are utterly un- 
trustworthy. I believe the telegram from 


questing Lim to inform me of my father’s 
death is a forgery, because it is dated 
from San Salvador, while I know posi- 
tively that the gentleman whose name 
was signed to it was in Guatemala next 
day.”’

too well in times past, and he has twice 
held a subordinate position in the 
Legislature, and last year, for a con- 
siderable period, held the important 
position of Registration Cierk in the 
Democratic County Clerk's — office. 
Smith, for convenience sake calls him- 
self a Republican, and just how he cap- 
tured these last-mentioned loaves and 
fishes is not apparent, but certain it is 
that when good-natured Clerk Poiis 
finally gave way to the pressure and dis- 
charged Smith, the viper stang his ben- 
efactor in the breast by giving away 
secrets of the office. | 
Smith, by the use of his usual tactics, 


‘lived on the fat of the land while the 


Legislature lasted, and at its cluse re- 
turned to this city. As before stated in 
these columns, he brought with him a 
cheap and nasty trick which he had 
learned in the Sacramento bar-rooms, 
and this he practiced around upon the 
unsophisticated in the saloons of this 
city, until at last-one victim retaliated 
by turning the tables on the tormeator 
and giving Smith himself the dose which 
he had intended for another.

As the great commander, eminent 
citizen and true man lies prostrate 
upon a bed of sickness, awaiting the 
eud with sublime patience, the hearts 
cf people everywhere are touched with 
the sad and piinful spectacle, and sym- 
pathy, profound, keen and true, is 
evoked on all sides. The press is filled 
with tender and appreciative expres- 
‘sions of friendship and admiration for 
the distinguished sufferer, coming from 
all directions and from almost all classes 
of citizens, including even his late ad- 
versaries in battle aud politics. The 
Washington Evening Star says truiy 
aud pertinently: ‘‘No citizen has so 
deep a hold on the affections of the 
country as General Grant, and the 
.death of no cne would bring such 
universal sorrow. The death of 
a President in his term of office 
would cause a greater disturbance 
in affairs, but not such a feeling of per- 
sonal loss. The outburst of applause 
at the success of the endeavor to soften: 
the General’s path, which swept over 
both houses of Congress and spread 
through the whole country, indicated 
how anxiously the nation was following 
the fortunes of the hero of the war. 
The sympathy oi the people is increased 
by the peculiarly distressful nature of 
‘ the General’s illness. Again the nation 
| watches a painful and fatal disease 
assail onc whom we are proud to regard 
as a representative American, and again 
our chief solace is to witness the manly 
fortitude with which “he endures his 
allotted burden.’’ 
Many beautiful anecdotes of the 
General, showing the more human and 
tender side of his personality, are ap- 
pearing from day to day. General Ed- 
ward F, Beale, of Washington, in the 
coursé of an interview with a reporter, 
said of General Grant: 


When we heard of Grant’s victories 
we felt that a manu had arrived at last 
who could save his country. Later, 
Iny acquaintance with General Grant 
s00n ripened into the warmest friend- 
ship. To say that considered him a 
great man dovs not express it. He was 
the greatest man I know of. He fought 
and won battles, the like of which have 
never occurred in modern or ancient 
history. 

His three most prominent and admir- 
able traits were guilessness of character, 
even temperament and great magnan- 
imity. As I said, and as you know, my 
friendship with General Grant was of 
the most intimate nature. In all my 
daily companionship with him, at home 
or abroad, I never heard General Grant 
make a.remark which could not be re- 
peated with propriety before a room 
full of ladies. His character was 
wholly pure and free from guile. 

His even disposition was something 
_ wonderful to me, and I have seen him 

tried almost beyond human endurance. 

He never cursed and swore at people, 

he never lost control of himself. He 

was always able to do what he consid- 
ered right. 

He was generous in the extreme. It 
was always difficult for him to refuse 
requests made of him. 1 could tell you 
instances of his great kindness of heart 
which you could scarcely believe, but 
little things will show this trait as well 
as great ones. When General Grant 
has been a visitor at my bouse children 
would overwheliw him with requests for 
his autograph. Often when we would 
return home late at pight from some 
reception, tired ae @ sleepy, on his 
table would be a pile of autograph al- 
bums afoot ortwo high. Mrs. Beale 
would say: ‘‘Come, General, it is time 
to retire. You are tired and need rest. 

Don’t stop to write in those books to- 

night, but wait till morning.’’ ‘‘No,”’ 

General Grant would reply, ‘‘I’ll do it 

to-night. These books belong to little 
children, and they will stop for them 
on their way to school in the morning, 
and don’t want to disappoint them.”’ 
And he would write in every one. 
General Grant was very fond of 
Washington, and always looked forward 
‘to returning here. Indeed, he was 
= drawn to New York only that he might 
meemot be separated from his sons, who 
meamere in business there. That the 
people of Washington were fond of 
“=. General Grant there is vo doubt. A 
“walk down the avenue any day showed 
that. Nothing but kindly greetings 
-.- and friendly bows on every side. 
Washington city should claim his re- 
mains. His reputation is national. 
You and I have just as much individual 
ownership in it as we have in the pub- 
lic buildings. This is the national 
centre, and everything of national char- 
acter belongs here. What more fitting 
resting place for his remains could be 
found than the centre of the large circle 
south of the White House, beneath the 
shadow of the Washington monu- 
ment? | 
3 General Sheridan said of his old 
chief (after relating how he first met 
him on the battle-field at Shiloh), in re- 
ply to this question of the reporter:

LOS ANGELES WOMAN’S UNION. 


A New Organization for the Benetit 
of Workiag Women. 

About a month ago the Committee on 
Woman’s Work of the Los Angeles 
Woman’s Club presented to it a report 
of the occupation and wages of the 
bread-winning women of this city. In 
order to obtain the facts for this report 
the committee made a personal canvass 
of the town, and found that while the 
average pay of women is small, living 
expenses are not correspondingly low. 
The wages of a large number of girls do 
not exceed $6 per week, and the aver- 


age, aside from teachers, is not more 
than $7, but respectable rooms with de- 
cent board are hard to get at $5 per 
week, 

The result of. high prices for board 
and rooms in respectable private fami- 
lies is to drive unprotected young wo- 
men, who receive small pay, into rooms 
in public buildings, where they either 
board themselves or eat at cheap restau- 
rants. In this way they get little of the 
comfort and none of the protection of 
home life. In case of sickness or trouble 
there is no one whose duty it is to com- 
fort or counsel, and the stranger within 
our gates is indeed unfortunate. 

For the large class of working women 
who are without or removed from their 
homes, and for young strangers coming 
.to us, itis necessary that a pleasant 
house be opened, with parlors for read- 
ing and music, where board and rooms 
can be furnished at reasonable rates. 
With such an object in view a number 
of thinking women met in response to a 
call from the Work Committee of the 
Woman’s Club and formed an associa- 
tion to be known as the Los Angeles 
Woman’s Union. The following officers 
were elected to serve for one year: 
President. Mrs. R. M. Widney; Vice- 
Presidents, Mrs. M, Kremer, Mrs. Dr. 
Bird, Mrs. E. N. Shepherd; Recording 
Secretary, Miss Fannie Sawyer; Finan- 
cial Secretary, Miss. M. E. McClellan; 
Treasurer, Mrs. Earl B. Millar; Direc- 
tors, Mrs. S. E. Price, Mrs. C. E. Day, 
Mrs. M. 8. Evans, Mrs. C. P. Brown, 
Miss Helen Wooster; Advisory Board, 
Mrs. C. Ducommun, Mrs, C. M. Sever- 
ance, Mrs. Prof. More, Mrs, Mary A. 
Gibson, Mrs. L. F.Gay, Mrs. John 
Milner, Miss Florence Dunham. 

The Womans’ Union is a branch of 
no other society, but hopes-for the in- 
fluence of all men and women who 
realize the peril that may surround their 
own dear ones in a struggle for a liveli- 
hood. 

A charity the Union is not, save in 
the highest sense of the word, in that 
it aims at ‘“‘that disposition of: heart 
which inclines men to think favorably 
of their feilow-men and do them good.’’ 

It is proposed that every woman who 
}comes to the Union for the comfort and 
protection of a home will in no way 
compromise her dignity nor independ- 
ence, as she will be charged a sum 
sufficient to cover all rnnning expenses. 
The difference between the Womans’ 
Union and the ordinary hotel is that 
the house will be furnished by a 
society instead of an individual, and 
that the society, instead of aiming to 
make meney or interest on money, will 
merely aim to furnish good board at the 
most. reasonable rate possible to a self- 
sustain'ng institution. 

It is for the benefit of aspiring and 
self-respecting woman, whatever the 
line of her work, that the Union is 
organized, and not for the pauper. It 
is proposed to open an employment 
bureau, as a branch of the Union, and 
to secure such work as may be suited 
to her. 

‘‘Helping a person to help himself 
may not be the easiest thing one can do, 
but it is certainly the best. We may 
have influence by which we can open a 
place to one who alone would never se- 
cure it. We may have knowledge or 
experience in business which will enable 
us to advise such as need counsel.”’ 

It is the earnest desire of tha associ- 
ation to found such an union as may be 
a real benefit to our own women and to 


search of employment.
